CHILDREN OF 12 
MAY WORK UNDER 
LAW IN GEORGIA 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

Atlanta, Ga, Jan. 29.—([Special.— 
Georgia's child labor law both as to 
age limit and hours of employment, 
falls below the standards of the fed- 
eral acts which were declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme court. 

It sets.a minimum of 14 years for 
workers in factories, as do the laws 
of forty-four other states, but Geor- 
gia has exemptions of which the child 
welfare forces complain. Orphans of 
12 years who are dependent upon their 
own labor for support, and 12 year 
old children of «widows, are allowed 
to work on certificates issued by the 
county and local school superintend- 
erits and the judge of the court of 
ordinary. 

Th‘g loophole, some contend, makes 
possible juvenile exploitation, but the 
Georgia authorities say its effect is 
overestimated. The factory inspectors 
report that the number of 12 to 14 
year old workers averages about one 
to a factory.

The Georgia law is thus dragging 
some distance behind both the old fed- 
eral laws which were knocked out and 
the statutes of most of the other 
states.

Pians for immediate improvement 
in the vast scheme of automobile dis- 
tribution was given official attention 
in national show conferences yester- 


day. 

Despite the fact that the business 
of making new cars has reached its 
pinnacle with production schedules of 
1923, the industrial captains in Chi- 
cago this week agreed that the distri- 
bution phase is a primary problem this 
year and one to be considered by the 
manufacturer as well as the wholesale 


and retail dealer. 

Officers of the National Automobile 
Dealers’ association, meeting in the Ila 
Salle hotel, made the statement yes- 
terday that no investment in the cate- 
gory of modern business brings #80 
small a return on capital as that put 
into automobile distribution, and add- 
ed that the public is entitled to buy 
its motor vehicles under an improved 
system of merchandising. 

’ What Is to Blame. 


“The lack of general harmony in 
methods of cost coniputing is at the 
bottom of this new automotive prob- 
lem,” declared C. A. Vane of St. Louis, 
general manager of the association. 
“Thig business has grown with such 
astounding rapidity that it has been 
almost impossible to keep abreast of 
the costly details. I believe that our 
most important function this year is 
a thorough research into this subject 
and @ reorganization of distribution 
methods where they are found to be 
incorrect. BEventually the public pays 
its percentage of the cost of doing 
business and the public which has in 
twenty years brought the automotive 
industry from the bottom to the very 
top of the economic list in this coun- 
try deserves every consideration we 
can give it.” . 

Manufacturing experts also pointed 
out that the automobile development 
has run in cycles. The first ten year 
period, they declared, was devoted al- 

exclusively to engineering and 
mechanical development. The second 
was the production period, in which 
every energy was centered in making 
@ maximum number of cars each work- 
ing day. The third, which began in

EW YORK, Jan. 29.—[United 

News.]— The menace of 

Jack Dempsey’s glowering

There are those who think 
Dempsey beat Fred Fulton by the 
hypnosis of fear induced by the 
Dempsey scowl, which is ranked 
second only to that of John L.

mess sergeant, says he believes 
that a Dempsey with the eyebrows 
twozen would be a Samson of the 
later day, weakened by depilation. 


As with most prize fight mat- 
ters, there is more to this theory 
than meets the eye, and it is a 
noteworthy fact that most mod- 
erns of the ring have some side 
line of attack apart from the lay- 
ing on of hands. 


attempt to match Jack Dempsey with 
Jess Willard, is the weeping of a cer- 
tain section of New York fight fans 
over another evil—scalping. 


New Yorkers are strange people. If 
a “wise fowl” robs all the rest of the 
population he is a hero—but if he robs 
you, individually, he is a crook. And 
scalping tickets to anything is a sort 
of industry, looting the amusement go- 
ing public a business, and in the box- 
ing game, as shown at Madison Square 
Garden, it is an art. 


Law Makes It Easy. 


It is a strange thing that the state 
law has made it easy. The situation, 
after Gov. Miller forced the reduction 
of prices, was this: The garden could 
not be made to pay the tremendous 
overhead charges unless championship 
bouts were carded, since New York 
will not pay for anything excepting 
champions. Neither could champion- 
ship cards pay the huge purses de- 
manded by the few who would draw 
big crowds at the reduced prices. 


It was a situation calling for 

thought. The thought came as a re- 
sult of cheating on the part of some 
of the losing promoters of small boxing 
clubs. They were cheating or failing 
to pay their tax and the state athletic 
commission wanted to collect the 
state’s five per: cent. 
In order to do this the commission 
evolved a plan which seems drastic. 
It counted the seats in each house, and 
compelled the promoters of shows to 
Hhve those tickets printed, limiting the 
number to the exact seating capacity. 
The promoters and managers, of 
course, howled that it was “graft” 
for the ticket printing business. I 
think there are six in the business in 
New York state. 


‘Two printing houses get practically 
all the ticket printing done in the 
city. The club managements say 
prices are higher. 


How Commission Figures. 


After a show, instead of counting 
the tickets that are sold, the boxing 
commission compels each club to bring 
back all the unsold tickets, which are 
counted. The differences bet.veen the 
unsold tickets and the seating capacity 
is assumed .to be the number of tickets 
sold—and a 5 per cent tax is levied 
on that basis. 

It is not quite fair, but the boys, 
after kicking for a time, found it helped 
rather than hurt. The process is sim- 
ple—just hold out the best seats, put 
them in the hands of scalpers and let 
nature do the rest. At any good show 
in Madison Square Garden you can 
buy a nice $5 seat for from $15 to 
$25 across the street. 

But the thing worked out even bet- 
ter than that. Some financial genius 
found that it could also be used to trim 
down the drastic demands of the cham- 
pions. Paying off the prelim boys is 
easy enough, but champions want from 
40 to 60 per cent of the gate receipts, 
and after paying overhead, taxes, etc., 
the management has little left. 


“Gyping a Battier.” 


Under the Miller order prices for 
the garden shows, for instance, run 
from $1 to $7 for “all star” shows and 
from $2 to $15 for the championship 
bouts. 

Take a typical instance. A battler 
friend of mine signed a contract by 
which he was to get 40 per cent of the 
gross receipts. He either thought he 
was a champion, or was told so, and 
figured the prices would be from §$2 
to $15, which, with the garden crowded, 
means about $65,000. So he 


figured 
himself to get about $30,000 for the 
| bout. 
' He was a bit peeved when the bills 
came out announcing that the prices 
‘were frorn $1 to $7, but fell for the 
consolation that the “ popular prices” 
meant a packed house. 

He didn’t stop to think that 40 per 
cent of $1 is less than 40 per cent 
of $2. In fact, he didn’t get entirely 
‘wise until the $3 seats were bringing 
'$15 and up across the street. 
| ‘It's a great little business, but is the 
story of how a well intended rule of 
‘the commission to help the underpaid 
‘little preliminary fighters has turned 
‘out to cripple the small clubs and, 
'when misused, to rob some of the bat- 


tlers.
